The  Harrison  Family  of  Engravers 

By  William  J.  Harrison  * 

For  over  a hundred  years  three  generations  of  the  Harrison  family  were  continuously 
associated  with  bank  note  engraving  in  the  United  States.  In  1792  William  Harrison,  Sr., 
first  came  to  Philadelphia  to  engrave  bank  note  plates;  in  1900  one  of  his  grandsons,  Charles 
Harrison,  was  still  working  for  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  as  a “square-letter 
engraver.” 


William  Harrison,  Sr. 


(I)  fJ  illiam  Harrison,  Sr.,  the  progenitor  of  the  family  In  America,  was  born  in 
England  about  1750,  and  is  said  to  have  been  a grandson  of  John  “Longitude”  Harrison, 
inventor  of  the  chronometer.  In  London,  where  he  learned  to  engrave,  he  was  for  a time 
In  the  employ  of  the  Bank  of  P'ngland  as  a bank  note  engraver,  but  his  work  in  England,  as 
well  as  in  America,  was  by  no  means  limited  to  bank  notes.  Between  1780  and  1790  he 
worked  as  a map  engraver  for  the  British  East  India  Company,  for  whom  he  cut  many  of 
the  famous  Alexander  Dalrymple  navigation  charts.  All  of  the  plates  for  James  Rennell’s 
“Bengal  Atlas”  were  engraved  by  William  Harrison(Sr.)  and  are  perhaps  some  of  the  finest 
examples  of  his  work.  One  of  them  shows  his  address  following  his  signature  as  “No.  42 
Wych  St.,”  but  during  this  period  he  was  also  associated  with  J.  Reid,  and  some  of  the  maps 
In  Captain  George  Dixon’s  “A  Voyage  Round  the  World”  are  signed  If  . Harrison  and 
J.  Reid,  No.  12  If  inchester  St.,  Battle  Bridge.  That  he  was  well  known  as  a script 
engraver  is  indicated  from  the  title  page  of  the  book,  which  reads  as  follows:  webb’s/ 
USEFUL  penmanship/  BEING  HIS  LAST  WORK  OF  THIS  KIND;  EXHIBITING  A VARIETY  OF 

excellent/  examples  in/  text,  round  and  mercantile  hands/  adapted  for  the  use 
of/  academies  and  schools/  engraved  by  WM  HARRISON  ON  20  COPPER  PLATES  . . . 
The  last  edition  of  this  work  was  published  in  London,  May  ii,  1796,  although  some  of 
the  plates  are  dated  as  early  as  1774. 

In  1792  William  Harrison,  Sr.,  came  to  Philadelphia  under  an  engagement  to  engrave 
plates  for  the  Bank  of  North  America  and  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  After  a stay  of 
six  months,  when  he  had  completed  this  work,  he  returned  to  England,  but  In  1794  he 
brought  his  family  to  America  and  settled  in  Philadelphia  where  he  remained  for  the  rest 
of  his  life.  His  work  in  America  was  principally  for  the  banks,  although  he  was  also  in 
demand  as  a script  and  map  engraver.  He  educated  at  least  four  of  his  sons  In  the  art  of 
engraving,  and  at  the  same  time  probably  instructed  other  apprentices,  since  Thieme-Becker 
states  that  he  was  “the  teacher  of  Peter  Maverick  II.”

At  the  height  of  his  career  in  America  William  Harrison,  Sr.,  was  stricken  with  yel- 
low fever  in  the  epidemic  of  1803,  and  his  obituary  appeared  in  Poulsons  Daily  Advertiser, 
Philadelphia,  of  October  18  of  that  year: 


“Died,  on  the  i8th  of  the  prevailing  fever,  Mr.  Wm.  Harrison,  Sr.,  late  engraver  to  many  of  the 
principal  banks  in  the  U.  S.  In  the  relativ'e  duties  of  a citizen,  husband  and  friend,  Mr.  Harrison  was 
social,  affectionate  and  sincere:  as  a father  his  worth  is  best  expressed  by  the  dignified  grief  of  a widowed 
mother  and  several  children.  In  that  branch  of  the  art  which  employed  the  talents  of  this  gentleman, 
he  stood  preeminent;  his  productions  are  marked  with  the  strength  and  accuracy  of  science,  beautified 
iby  the  description  of  a chaste  and  masterly  hand.  The  advancement  of  the  polite  arts,  as  it  marks  the 
progress  of  refinement  in  the  national  taste,  is  interesting  to  every  American  gentleman.  For  this  reason, 
while  we  regret  the  loss  which  science  sustains  by  a deprivation  of  matured  genius,  we  enjoy  a satis- 
faction in  being  able  to  recommend  to  the  patrons  of  the  fine  arts,  Mr.  Harrison,  Jun.,  an  artist  whose 
degree  of  execution  as  an  engraver  has  raised  him  to  a superior  eminence  in  the  line  of  his  profession.”

The  name  of  (II)  Ifllliam  Harrison,  Jr.  as  an  engraver  first  appears  along  with  that 
of  his  father  on  maps  published  in  London  in  1790  and  signed  //’.  //.  and  Harrison  Junior 
sculp.  His  earliest  work  in  this  country  is  the  map  of  the  State  of  New  A’ork  in  Mathew 
Carey’s  “American  Atlas  of  1795,”  which  is  signed  Harrison  Junior  sc.  During  his  first 
vears  in  America  he  worked  n ith  his  father,  hut  he  was  also  associated  in  1798,  1799  and 
1800  with  lames  Aiken,  with  whom  he  collaborated  in  producing  the  “IL  S.  Naval  Com- 
mission’’ of  that  period.  After  the  death  of  his  father  in  1803,  William  Harrison.  Jr.,  dis- 
continued the  use  of  “Jr.”  following  his  name,  and  since  the  elder  Harrison  had  not  always

sifjned  his  name  “Sr.,”  it  is  necessary  to  check  the  exact  date  when  plates  were  engraved  or 
published  in  order  to  determine  whether  the  work  is  that  of  father  or  son. 

The  earliest  bank  notes  engraved  by  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  so  far  as  we  know,  are 
the  first  issue  of  notes  of  the  Tl'renton  Banking  Co.  in  1805.  In  “The  Trenton  Banking 
Company,  A History  of  the  First  Century  of  Its  Existence,”  the  minutes  are  recorded  of 
the  Board  of  Directors’  meeting  of  February  28,  1805,  and  read  in  part: 

Governor  [of  the  State  of  New  Jersey]  Bloomfield  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  emiuire  as  to 
the  paper  proper  to  be  used  as  Bankinp;  paper,  the  style,  devices  and  denominations  of  Bills  to  be  issued 
by  the  Bank,  etc.  submitted  the  following  report: 

That  the  expences  of  engraving  five  plates  of  the  following  denominations  would  be  at  the  subse- 
quent rates.  That  is  to  say: 

First  Plate — Of  four  Bank  Bills,  two  of  one  dollar  each,  Device,  plain  shield,  and  two  of  three 
dollars  each.  Device,  a plough,  with,  or  without  a shield. 

Second  Plate — Four  of  five  dollars  each;  Device,  a horse’s  head. 

Third  Plate — Four  of  ten  dollars  each;  Device,  a horse’s  head  supported. 

Fourth  Plate — Two  Bills  of  twenty  Dollars  each;  Device,  horse’s  head  and  plough. 

One  Bill  of  fifty  dollars;  Dev'ice,  Horse’s  head  with  a shield  and  plough. 

One  Bill  of  one  hundred  dollars;  Device^  cornucopia  with,  or  without  a shield. 

Fifth  Plate — One  Bill  of  five  hundred  dollars;  device.  State  arms  complete. 


Three  Post  Notes — Device,  cornucopia  with  or  without  a shield. 

Which  plates  at  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  each  will  cost  $ 550.00 

A paper  mould,  with  fifty-five  letters  Trenton  Water  mark,  will  be  28.67 

Ten  Thousand  sheets  of  Paper  350.00 

A Rolling  Press  70.00 

Printing  notes,  at  five  dollars  per  thousand,  for  ten  thousand  sheets  600.00 

A vault  secured  from  fire  782.90 

An  Iron  Chest  160.00

Which  report  was  read  and  agreed  to.  Ordered  that  the  first  and  fourth  plates  be  finished  as 
speedily  as  possible,  and  that  such  immaterial  variations  from  the  devices  in  the  plates  as  stated  in  the 
foregoing  report  may  be  made  as  the  I^resident  and  Cashier  with  the  Engraver  may  deem  advisable. 

I'he  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Directors’  meeting  of  March  21,  1805,  bring  out  the  fact 
that  during  this  period  banks  not  only  took  possession  of  the  plates,  but  printed  the  notes  in 
their  own  bank  buildings.  These  minutes  read  in  part: 

It  being  represented  to  the  Board  that  the  plate  of  one  and  three  dollars  note  is  now  prepared,  and 
that  a second  plate  will  be  ready  by  the  fifth  of  April  next,  and  that  the  Banking  House  cannot  be 
fitted  up  in  time  so  as  to  proceed  to  striking  of  the  Bills  on  the  said  plates  before  that  time — 

Resolved,  in  order  to  expedite  the  business  of  the  Bank,  That  the  President  and  cashier  have  seven 
hundred  sheets  of  the  first  plate  and  three  hundred  sheets  of  the  fourth  plate  stricken  oflf  in  Philadelphia 
under  their  direction,  and  upon  the  reception  of  such  Bank  Paper  in  Trenton,  they  may  proceed  to  sign 
the  same. 

We  must  also  consider  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  these  early  plates  were  the  work 
of  one  man.  Accordingly,  the  engraver  could  sign  the  plate  on  whatever  part  of  the  note 
he  desired.  Sometimes  he  chose  to  place  his  signature  directly  under  the  vignette  or  as  a 
part  of  it,  sometimes  he  engraved  it  at  the  bottom  center  or  perhaps  vertically  across  either 
end.  But  in  any  case  the  entire  plate  of  notes  would  almost  certainly  be  the  work  of  one 
man.  1 he  Trenton  Banking  Co.  notes  of  1805  are  examples  of  this  practice,  showing  as 
they  do  the  engraver’s  signature  variously  placed  on  some  of  the  notes  of  one  plate  and  even 
omitted  entirely  from  others  of  the  same  plate. 

William  Harrison,  Jr.,  continued  to  turn  out  a considerable  amount  of  work  in  Phila- 
delphia until  September,  1819,  when  he  moved  to  Georgetown,  D.  C.  Although  he  did 
some  bank  note  work  signed  JJ  . Ilarr'ison  sc.  Geoi'getown,  D.  C.,  he  probably  went  to 
Georgetown  under  some  sort  of  commission  or  contract  to  engrave  for  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment, a possibility  which  is  indicated  by  numerous  maps  engraved  by  bim  for  the  P.ngineer 
Corps  of  the  Army.  One  of  his  finest  maps  of  this  period,  however,  is  the  large  and  now 
rare  “Map  of  the  United  States  Intending  Chiefly  to  Exhibit  Post  Roads  and  Distances  by 
Abraham  Bradley”  which  is  signed  Engraved  and  Printed  by  If  . Harrison,  Georgetown, 
I).  C.  Abraham  Bradley,  Jr.,  in  addition  to  his  position  as  Assistant  Postmaster  General, 
was  President  of  the  Union  Bank  of  Cieorgetown  for  which  the  first  series  of  notes  was 
engraved  by  Wm.  Harrison,  Jr. 
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During  the  time  when  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  worked  in  Georgetown  he  was  probably 
teaching  his  sons  to  engrave,  for  some  of  the  maps  which  bear  a Georgetown  imprint  are 
signed  //  m.  Harrison  and  David  R.  Harrison.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  name  of 
Will  iam  Harrison,  Jr.,  first  appeared  on  a map  along  with  his  father’s  signature,  while 
that  of  David  Richardson  Harrison,  eldest  son  of  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  first  appeared  on 
a map  he  helped  his  father  to  engrave.

(III)  Charles  Peter  Harrison,  another  son  of  William  Harrison,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Lon- 
don in  1783,  and  like  his  brothers  was  taught  engraving  by  his  father.  Although  the  Har- 
risons were  primarily  engravers,  they  were  also  expert  in  printing  from  the  copper  plates 
which  they  engraved.  Evidently  Charles  P.  Harrison  was  the  most  proficient  of  the  sons 
in  this  work,  as  the  first  listing  of  his  name  in  the  Philadelphia  directories  of  1806  describes 
him  as  a “copper  plate  printer.”  Many  of  the  bank  notes  engraved  by  his  brothers  William 
and  Richard  are  inscribed  Printed  by  C.  P.  Harrison,  as  are  some  of  the  plates  of  D.  Edwin, 
one  of  the  finest  stipple  portrait  engravers  of  the  time.  In  1818  he  was  in  business  with 
his  brother-in-law  James  Porter,  to  whom  he  taught  copper  plate  printing  and  who  later 
followed  the  music  printing  and  publishing  trade. 

In  1820  and  1822  Charles  P.  Harrison  was  listed  in  the  Philadelphia  directories  as  an 
engraver  and  copper  plate  printer,  but  about  1824  he  removed  to  New  York  City  with  his 
family,  and  there  he  worked  as  an  engraver  and  printer  until  his  death  on  November  27, 
1854.  That  he  made  some  attempt  to  have  his  sons  Gabriel  and  Lafayette  follow  in  his 
business  footsteps  is  indicated  by  the  New  York  directories  of  1838  and  1839,  which  list 
“Harrison  Son,  engravers”  at  27  Wall  Street  along  with  “C.  P.  Harrison,  engraver” 
at  the  same  address.  Neither  son,  however,  seemed  to  care  enough  for  engraving  to  con- 
tinue with  it  as  a career.  Gabriel  Harrison,  his  elder  son,  became  an  actor  and  author,  while 
the  younger  son  built  and  managed  Irving  Hall  and  managed  Steinway  Hall  during  the 
first  years  of  its  existence. 

To  make  a check  list  of  the  work  printed  by  Charles  P.  Harrison  is  as  difficult  as  it  is 
to  make  a check  list  of  the  work  of  any  copper  plate  printer,  for  printers  seldom  had  the 
good  fortune  to  have  their  names  inscribed  as  such  on  engraved  plates.  Some  of  the  bank 
notes  engraved  by  Fairman,  Draper,  Underwood  N Co.,  however,  such  as  tliose  of  the 
Bank  of  America,  New  York  City,  1835,  are  marked  Printed  by  C.  P.  Harrison  N.  ^ 
indicating  that  he  accepted  work  from  the  bank  note  partnersliips  of  the  period. 

Although  Charles  P.  Harrison  was  a noted  copper  plate  printer,  he  was  also  an  excel- 
lent line  engraver.  A review  of  his  engraved  Avork  other  than  portraits,  maps,  book 
plates  and  bank  notes,  suggests  that  mucli  of  it  was  done  in  commemoration  of  some  event 
or  for  some  cause  wliich  he  considered  of  great  importance.  His  engraving  of  George 
WYsliington  in  a medallion  is  “Respectfully  dedicated  to  the  Cincinnati  Society.  . . ” 
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I'he  DeWitt  Clinton  Memorial  plate  of  a bust  of  Clinton  on  a pedestal  is  inscribed 
“Sacred  to  the  Immortal  DeWitt  Clinton.  . . . most  respectfully  dedicated  to  the  Citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  by  C.  P.  Harrison.”  His  drawing  and  engraving  of  the  Law- 
rence monument  which  appeared  in  the  New  York  Mirror  of  August  17,  1844,  was  pub- 
lished with  the  accompanying  editorial : 

“The  really  affecting  picture  which  we  present  this  week  is  from  a drawing  of  the  hero’s  monu- 
ment as  it  now  stands  in  Trinity  churchyard.  Thank  heaven,  and  honor  to  patriotism,  that  a project  is 
on  foot  to  replace  it  speedily  by  one  more  worthy  of  the  great  fame  to  which  it  is  the  pointing  finger. 
No  man  of  feeling,  no  lover  of  true  glory,  will  see  this  picture  and  remember  the  lips  that  uttered  ‘Don’t 
give  up  the  ship!’  without  the  impulse  to  contribute  his  mite  to  this  noble  object  of  renovation ’’ 

If,  as  seems  evident,  Charles  P.  Harrison  earned  his  living  by  plate-printing,  and  if  he 
engraved  on  inspiration,  he  probably  aspired  to  painting  and  would  have  preferred  to  be 
known  as  an  artist.  Stauffer  (A)  has  referred  to  his  portrait  painting,  and  indeed  several  of 
his  oil  paintings  are  now  on  record.  One  of  them,  a portrait  of  General  Lafayette,  was 
recently  added  to  the  collection  of  the  Friends  of  Lafayette  Society  at  Lafayette  College 
in  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  Another  painting  appeared  several  years  ago  in  Gimbel’s  (New 
York)  window  as  a part  of  the  Hearst  Collection.  A search  for  still  others,  based  on 
family  stories  of  their  existence,  continues.  When  he  died  in  1854  at  his  home  on  East 
Twenty-third  Street  in  New  York,  Charles  P.  Harrison’s  family,  at  any  rate,  gave  credit 
to  his  aspirations,  for  his  tombstone  in  Green  Wood  Cemetery  in  Brooklyn  is  embellished 
with  a palette  and  brush  and  is  marked  Charles  p.  harrison,  artist. 

(IV)  Samuel  Harrison,  born  in  England  in  1789,  was  also  a pupil  of  his  father  William 
Harrison,  Sr.,  but  apparently  did  not  join  him  and  the  rest  of  the  family  in  the  engraving 
of  bank  notes.  In  fact,  his  entire  short  career  was  devoted  to  map  engraving,  and  only  one 
example  of  work  other  than  a map  has  yet  been  found  bearing  his  signature.  He  worked 
for  F.  Lucas  & Cushing  of  Baltimore  and  for  John  Melish,  Philadelphia,  with  whom  he 
published  the  1818  and  1819  “Travelers  Directory  Through  The  United  States,”  as  well 
as  many  of  the  Melish  maps.  Although  he  died  July  18,  1818,  when  he  was  but  thirty 
years  old,  he  might  well  have  attempted  some  bank4iote  work  of  which  we  have  as  yet  no 
record,  and  if  so  we  can  only  hope  that  further  search  will  bring  it  to  light.

(V)  Richard  Granville  Harrison,  born  in  Pingland  in  1793)  youngest  of  the 

four  sons  of  Wdlliam  Harrison,  Sr.,  to  follow  his  father’s  profession.  Since  he  was  only 
ten  years  old  when  his  father  died,  he  probably  completed  his  training  and  study  under  his 
older  brother  William. (*)

The  earliest  signed  work  of  Richard  Granville  Harrison  which  we  have  found  is  the 
title  page  of  “Works  of  Robert  Burns,”  published  by  F.  Lucas  and  J.  Cushing  of  Baltimore 
in  1814.  Later  he  did  various  kinds  of  engraving,  including  portraits  and  some  woodcuts  for 
“Godey’s  Lady’s  Book,”  but  he  was  principally  a bank  note  engraver.  His  business  card  was 
engraved  in  bank  note  style  and  printed  on  bank  note  paper. 

Richard  G.  Harrison  must  have  started  his  career  of  Bank  note  engraving  about  i8i5) 
for  a series  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  bank  notes  dated  1815-16  and  1817  hears 
his  name  as  engraver  along  with  that  of  his  brother  Charles  P.  Harrison  as  printer.  The

Signatures  on  ends  of  1815 — S.^  Westmoreland  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  note, 
indicating  notes  were  engraved  and  printcil  in  Pittsburgh. 
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signatures  of  these  two  Harrisons  on  some  of  the  notes,  such  as  those  of  the  Westmoreland 
Bank  of  Pennsylvania  in  Greensburg,  series  of  1815,  show  them  working  in  Pittsburgh. 
It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  these  brothers  made  a trip  through  western  Pennsylvania 
and  eastern  Ohio  to  engrave  for  banks  springing  up  in  that  part  of  the  country,  and  made 
their  headquarters  at  that  time  in  Pittsburgh.  If  this  was  the  case,  then  Richard  Gran- 
ville Harrison  and  Charles  P.  Harrison  may  well  have  been,  as  Stauffer  has  suggested, 
the  first  engravers  and  certainly  the  first  bank  note  engravers  actually  to  engrave  plates 
west  of  the  Alleghenies. 

During  the  panic  of  1837,  when  banks  suspended  specie  payments,  a variety  of  so- 
called  script  currency  was  issued.  A large  volume  of  such  paper  money  was  printed  bv  E. 
M orris  of  Philadelphia  from  plates  engraved  by  R.  G.  Harrison.  These  notes  were  first 
printed  with  engraved  lathe  work  at  each  end  and  a certain  series  of  vignettes  in  the  top 
center.  Later  the  denomination  and  name  of  the  company,  town,  city,  or  even  person 
issuing  the  note,  were  added  by  type  printing.  Very  few  bank  notes  dated  after  1840  have 
been  found  bearing  the  signature  of  R.  G.  Harrison,  but  portraits  and  vignettes  which  he 
signed  were  used  on  notes  bearing  different  engraving  firm  names.  That  he  worked  for  a 
number  of  bank  note  engraving  firms  is  thus  indicated,  and  the  fact  that  during  his  career 
he  used  various  forms  of  signature  on  his  work  has  led  to  confusion  in  regard  to  his 
identity.  Although  he  had  twin  sons  {'S.) Milton  and  (X.I)  Virffil  Harrison,  who  were  in 
business  together  in  Philadelphia  as  engravers  and  publishers  from  1840  to  1855,  he  had  no 
son  Richard,  and  there  was  therefore  only  one  Richard  G.  Harrison,  engraver.

(VI)  David  Richardson  Harrison  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  February  23,  1801. 
After  working  with  his  father  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  in  Georgetown,  he  moved  about 
1827  to  New  York,  where  his  name  first  appeared  in  the  1828  directory  as  an  engraver 
living  at  28  Charlton  Street.  From  1829  until  1858  the  business  address  of  David  R.  Har- 
rison, according  to  the  New  York  directories,  was  often  the  same  as  that  of  some  other 
engraver  or  firm  of  engravers,  thus  indicating  that  he  may  have  worked  for  various 
engravers  and  engraving  firms  of  the  period  preceding  the  formation  of  the  American 
Bank  Note  Company.  After  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  was  formed,  in  1858, 
David  R.  Harrison  entered  the  employ  of  that  company  and  continued  to  work  for  them 
until  his  death  on  March  23,  1886. 

Gf  (VII)  Thomas  Foster  Harrison,  second  son  of  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  and  of 
(VIll)  U illiarn  F.  Harrison,  another  son,  we  have  records  as  engravers  only  through 
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directories  and  business  cards.  From  1838  to  1841  they  lived  in  New  York  and  worked 
at  No.  I Wall  Street.  Beginning  in  1843  their  names  are  listed  in  the  directories  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  where  they  worked  at  the  “South  East  Corner  of  iVIain  and  4th  St.”,  which 
was  the  business  address  of  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch.  In  1865  Thomas  Harrison  was 
still  working  at  that  address,  which  was  also  listed  in  1865  as  the  address  of  the  American 
Bank  Note  Co.,  George  T.  Jones,  Supt. 

(IX)  Charles  Harrison,  youngest  son  of  William  Harrison,  Jr.,  worked  for  various 
engraving  firms  in  New  York,  and  was  also  for  a period  in  business  for  himself,  but 
eventually  he  joined  the  staff  of  engravers  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  where  he 
became  noted  as  a square-letter  engraver.  He  was  the  last  of  the  family  to  carry  on  the 
engraving  tradition,  and,  of  all  the  Harrisons,  surely  must  have  had  the  longest  career  in 
that  work,  for  he  was  still  engraving  for  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  as  late  as  1900 
when  he  was  eighty-seven  years  old. 

A study  of  the  work  of  the  Harrisons  and  other  early  engravers  clearly  brings  out  the 
fact  that  the  firms  of  so-called  hank  note  engravers  were  by  no  means  confined  to  work  in 
that  one  field.  The  Harrisons,  for  instance,  as  a family  of  engravers,  were  active  in  all 
forms  of  the  art  and  in  the  printing  and  publishing  of  their  work.  Murray,  Fairman  & 
Company  were  likewise  active  in  the  engraving  and  publishing  business.  The  first

We  do  not  know  of  any  Harrisons  engraving  today.  The  family,  however,  has 
scattered  widely,  and  completion  of  the  Harrison  genealogy,  now  in  preparation,  may  yet 
disclose  a descendant  of  William  Harrison,  Sr.,  actively  engaged  in  the  art  of  engraving. 
It  does  seem  more  than  coincidence  that  one  descendant  of  William  Harrison,  Sr.,  and 
his  son  Samuel,  who  were  both  noted  as  map  engravers,  should  be  the  outstanding  modern 
cartographer,  Richard  Edes  Harrison,  of  whose  works  the  most  popular  are  perhaps  the 
maps  which  have  appeared  in  Fortune  Magazine  and  the  atlas  Look  at  the  World. 


.Essays  & Proofs  of  Stamps  Indicate 
Philatelic  Knowledge,  Rarity 
and  Completeness 


By  the  Editor 


Recently  the  majority  of  Delegates  present  from  each  member  club  of  SEPAD  Annual 
Exhibition  of  the  Associated  Stamp  Clubs  of  Southeastern  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware 
voted : 

“That  where  there  are  two  or  more  Collections  of  any  type  shovMi  and  both  show  equal  merit,  no 
preference  was  to  be  given  the  Exhibit  which  shows  Essays  and  Proofs  over  the  exhibit  that  lacked  them.” 

The  President  of  SEPAD  wrote:  “Essays  and  Proofs  are  of  a very  limited  number  and  there- 
fore in  that  case  should  be  entered  in  a Class  known  as  Essays  and  Proofs  and  judged  as  such.  To  judge 
them  over  and  above  the  Istampl  collection  that  does  not  have  Essays  and  Proofs  would  be  penalizing 
the  General  Collector  and  not  those  who  do  have  them.” 


SEPAD  this  year  has  wdsely  provided  a separate  Class  for  Essays  and  Proofs,  (a)  Uni- 
ted States,  (b)  Foreign. 

T his  decision  was  disturbing  to  Joseph  Mandos,  one  of  our  members,  and  so  wrote 
your  editor  who  requested  President  Wm.  G.  Higginbotham  for  confirmation;  his  reply  is 
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quoted  above.  Upon  receipt  of  this  answer  the  following  letter  was  addressed  to  Pres. 
Higginbotham  and  a copy  sent  Harry  L.  Lindquist,  Chairman  of  the  Judges.

Dear  Mr.  Higginbotham: 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  October  first  which  confirms  the  misconception  of  “philatelic  knowl- 
edge” by  the  delegates  to  your  committee. 

Of  the  450  members  of  the  Essay-Proof  Society  only  about  5%  collect  Essays  and  Proofs  exclusively. 
The  other  95%  collect  them  to  show  the  origin,  trials  and  perfect  impressions  of  the  designs  of  their 
stamps,  which  gives  knowledge  that  aids  detection  of  stamp  varieties  and  fakes.  This  is  the  generally 
accepted  method  for  advanced  collections.  Nearly  all  well-advanced  collections  that  receive  azvards 
at  important  exhibitions  tell  the  ’whole  story,  as  you  will  note  from  the  enclosed  article  I recently  wrote 
for  Philately.  Our  members  wbo  do  so  are  naturally  disturbed  at  your  most  unusual  restriction 
penalizing  this  philatelic  knowledge  and  research.  Unless  it  is  reconsidered  and  eliminated  I will,  in 
protest,  not  take  any  part  in  this  years  SEPAD  exhibition  nor  Bourse,  which  restriction  will  also  be 
published  in  our  Essay  Proof  Journal,  and  our  members  urged  to  do  likewise.  It  will  also  be 
presented  for  action  at  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  Meeting  on  October  tenth. 

Sincerely  hoping  that  you  will  soon  write  me  that  this  restriction  has  been  removed.

This  matter  was  immediately  considered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  SEPAD,  who 
with  the  President  casting  the  deciding  vote,  decided  that  no  such  instructions  be  given  to 
the  Judges  of  this  year’s  show. 

The  following  day  a letter  w'as  received  from  Harry  L.  Lindquist,  who  is  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  for  Stamp  Exhibitions.

I have  read  the  letter  sent  to  you  by  W'm.  G.  Higginbotham,  President  of  SEPAD,  as  well  as  your 
letter  of  October  second. 

I had  already  expressed  my  opinion  to  Mr.  Higginbotham,  to  the  effect  that  Essays  and  Proofs 
should  be  considered  in  any  judging,  although  at  the  same  time  I pointed  out  that  in  scores  of  exhibits 
that  I have  judged,  I don’t  recall  one  instance  where  the  competition  was  so  keen  that  the  decision 
depended  on  whether  or  not  Proofs  and  Essays  were  Included. 

We  had  a meeting  of  the  Association  for  Stamp  Exhibitions  * last  nighty  at  which  I also  presented 
this  problem  ,and  the  agreement  was  unanimous  that  proofs  and  essays  should  be  considered  on  the  various 
points  on  which  judgment  is  based,  which  includes  philatelic  knowledge,  completeness,  and  rarity. 

Mr.  Higginbotham  will  no  doubt  get  in  touch  with  you  further  regarding  this  matter  and  I feel 
sure  that  he  and  his  committee  will  be  inclined  to  follow  the  generally  accepted  practice.

We  are  happy  that  stamp  collectors  who  include  essays  and  proofs  will  not  have  their 
studies  discounted  either  at  1946  SEPAD  Exhibition  nor  in  the  1947  International  Cen- 
tenary Exhibition  which  goes  even  further  as  unanimously  considering  essays  and  proofs  as 
points  not  only  in  “philatelic-knowledge”  hut  also  in  “completeness”  and  “rarity”  as  the 
“generally  accepted  practice.”

Printings  of  Their  Classic 
Essays  and  Proofs 

By  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  D.Sc. 

From  1902  to  1929  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  printed  from  several  sample  plates,  in  six  or 
more  colors  on  two  or  more  different  papers,  what  we  may  call  small  die  proofs  or 
essays (*^)  of  their  early  classic  engravings  of  British  Colonies  and  Chile  stamps.  The 
paper  margins  of  singles  average  4 mm.  American  and  Canadian  engraving  firms  also 
reprinted  specimens  of  their  earlier  engravings  from  time  to  time.  While  these  later 
prints  are  of  course  not  so  desirable  as  contemporaneous  proofs,  they  are  in  many  cases 
from  the  unaltered  dies  and  beautiful  impressions  in  bright  attractive  colors  that  enable 
philatelists  to  study  these  beautiful  engravings  with  considerable  benefit.  Comparisons 
from  these  later  printings  carefully  transferred  from  the  hardened  dies,  enable  philatelists 
to  determine  plate  varieties  of  genuine  stamps  as  well  as  to  detect  counterfeits.  Con- 
temporaneous proofs  are  rare  and  were  it  not  for  these  later  prints  very  few  students 
would  be  able  to  obtain  any  die  proofs  to  aid  their  studies. 

In  Britain,  I understand  that  reprinted  proofs  were  not  considered  “genuine  proofs”^ 
although  they  may  show  the  original  engraving  in  complete  detail.  American  engraving 
firms  have  also  made  many  reprintings  from  the  original  stamp  dies  and  plates  both  for 
their  own  purposes  as  specimens  of  their  work  and  by  official  order.  Philatelists  therefore 
have  been  able  to  study  these  minute  engravings  to  great  advantage.  Such  study  is  much 
more  difficult  from  stamps  which  are  a quantity  printing  on  thicker  papers  with  generally 
less  expensive  inks,  which  do  not  show  the  greatest  beauty  of  the  delicately  engraved  lines. 

Many  fine  philatelic  studies,  and  discoveries,  have  been  made  from  proofs,  and  later 
confirmed  by  studying  the  stamp,  that  would  never  have  been  possible  if  the  student  had 
been  limited  to  studying  stamps  only.(®) 

U.  S.  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  were  generally  printed  before  the  stamps  for  actual 
proof  reading  purposes  of  the  fine  engraving,  hut  U.  S.  plate  proofs  of  postage  stamps  on 
cardboard,  though  carefully  printed  clear  impressions,  were  mostly  reprinted  in  1879,  1885, 
1890  and  1893  from  stamp  plates  prior  to  those  dates.  Some  large  blocks  of  plate  proofs- 
are  still  in  existence,  hence  the  search  for  plate  varieties  is  facilitated  by  these  later 
printings.  Most  U.  S.  Revenue  proofs  on  cardboard  were,  on  the  other  hand,  con- 
temporaneous printings  for  official  record. 

The  term  “reprint”  covers  “a  multitude  of  sins”  and  is  far  too  general  for  our  use  in 
defining  essays  and  proofs.  We  therefore  believe  it  far  better  and  more  satisfactory  to  list 
the  date  of  printing,  when  the  date  is  known  or  may  be  approximated  from  the  papers  or 
inks  used.  The  quality  and  manufacture  of  paper  and  inks  may  be  approximately  dated  by 
students  who  have  studied  them.  On  unhardened  steel  dies  of  essays  that  were  not  trans- 
ferred to  plates,  as  well  as  on  soft  unhardened  steel  stamp  plates,  occasional  damage  occurs,, 
or  re-entries  may  have  been  made,  that  also  enable  the  student  of  essays  and  proofs  to- 
approximately  date  the  prints.  If  anyone  has  documentary  evidence  as  to  actual  dates  of 
these  P.  B.  & Co.  printings,  I would  like  to  know. 

The  Plates 

It  appears  that  about  six  specimen  plates  and  several  single  dies  were  used  for  these 
Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.  XX  Century  printings.  Plate  I was  probably  made  about  1902 

(A)  Some  of  these  partial  or  Incomplete  designs  may  have  served  as  original  essays  for  partial  approvals. 
The  defaced  designs,  while  not  original  essays,  are  no  longer  proofs  of  the  complete  design  as  used  on  the 
issued  stamps  and  are  not  printed  from  the  dies  nor  plates  with  designs  as  used  to  print  the  stamps,  hence  are 
not  proofs;  I therefore  class  them  with  the  essays. 

(B) See  ‘Four  Re-entered  Plates  of  the  U.  S.  1861-66  Issue’  by  Karl  Burroughs  in  E.  P.  S.  Journal 
No.  I. 
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Plate  1 Kai'ly.  Probably  made  about  1902. 

(Not  included  in  the  1929  printings.) 
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Plate  lA  Probably  defaeed  about  1009. 
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Large  Plate  of  Incomplete  Designs. 
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and  contains  14  single  designs  and  3 square  pairs  which  appear  to  have  been  transferred 
from  the  original  dies  without  defacement,  except  as  to  minor  damages  that  may  have 
occurred  over  the  more  than  fourscore  years  since  the  dies  were  originally  engraved.  The 
Newfoundland  four  pence  was  badly  scarred,  the  Ceylon  being  from  a master  die  without 
value  and  the  Western  Australia  one  penny  being  also  from  an  incomplete  or  experimental 
engraving.  Prints  from  this  Plate  I exist  on  (a)  19  g/2  dull  very  faint  yellow-orange- 
yellow  stiff  semi-opaque  wove  paper  .004"  thick,  and  on  (b)  stiff  opaque  white  wove  paper 
.009''  thick,  in  6 colors  72  i/o  violet-red-red,  5 i/o  orange-orange-red,  37  m/i  dusky  green- 
blue-green,  47  m/2  dull  green-blue-blue,  63  m/i  dusky  red-violet  and  71  0/5  black. 

This  plate  later  (1909?)  had  the  values  of  many  of  the  designs  defaced  and  the  number 
is  now  PLATE  lA.  The  Newfoundland  four  pence  scarred  die  has  been  replaced  with  an 
unscarred  die  but  with  values  defaced,  and  the  one  shilling  numerals  are  fully  defaced,  not 
scarred  as  on  the  Plate  6 print  of  1929.  Prints  from  the  defaced  state  of  this  plate  have 
been  seen  on  (a)  the  yellowish  wove  paper  .004"  thick  and  on  (b)  the  same  color  stiff 
opaque  wove  paper  .0065"  thick  in  six  colors  i i/o — deep  red,  5 h/o  orange-orange-red, 
37  m/i  very  dusky,  green-blue-green,  48  h/i  very  dusky  m.  blue,  63  m/i  dusky  red-violet 
and  71  0/5  black. 

Another  plate  about  the  same  size,  of  which  a complete  print  is  known,  does  not 
have  any  number  on  the  photograph  I have  seen.  It  contains  13  designs  of  master  dies  of 
which  only  two,  Barbados  six  pence  and  the  Queensland  Registered,  are  complete  and  one 
Vandiemans  Land  value  label  re-engraved.  The  print  photographed  was  made  in  1929. 
The  papers  and  colors  seen  from  this  plate  are  listed  in  the  Catalog  in  this  Journal.

Another  small  plate  contains  only  a square  pair  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  i shilling 
defaced  and  a Ceylon  master  die  with  value  label  re-engraved  with  four  horizontal  lines.

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Plate  6 as  Defaced  and  Printed  October,  1929, 
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Plate  6,  the  same  large  size,  contained  i8  designs  and  on  the  print  in  my  collection 
dated  October,  1929,  all  of  them  except  the  Newfoundland  four  pence  have  at  least  some  of 
the  values  defaced,  missing  or  the  value  labels  re-engraved  with  fancy  designs;  one  New 
Zealand  even  has  “H.  P.  S.  4th  June  1907*’  indicating  when  that  label  was  re-engraved  for 
the  Herts  Philatelic  Society, 

From  the  printed  inscription  on  this  sheet  it  would  appear  that  it  was  made  between 
1902  and  1919  and  re-engraved  in  1929.  The  print  seen  is  in  dull  dusky  green-blue-blue 
on  (f)  19  g/2  dull  very  faint  yellow-orange-yellow  semi-opaque  wove  paper  .0045''  thick. 

In  addition  to  the  designs  on  these  six  plates  I have  also  seen  prints  on  similar  papers 
and  colors  of  several  single  designs  viz. — Newfoundland  one  shilling  with  numerals  de- 
faced from  a diamond  shaped  die;  St.  Vincent  1880  five  shilling  with  geometric  lathe  back- 
ground only;  the  Queen  Victoria  head  used  on  New  Zealand  in  a large  circular  design;  an 
impression  of  New  Zealand  with  wavy  lines  in  value  label,  and  Barbados  with  value 
label  solidly  defaced  in  a pair  which  could  not  have  been  printed  from  any  of  the  plates 
described  and  illustrated.  The  Herts  Philatelic  Society  impressions  were  also  probably 
first  made  from  single  secondary  dies.  Others  probably  exist  that  I have  not  seen  but  some 
of  those  mentioned  and  cataloged  are  not  included  in  Percy  de  Worms  list. 

Tlie  Papers 

Of  these  XX  Century  printings  by  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  Gilbert  J.  Allis  in  his  1930 
book  on  the  stamps  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  states  that  six  prints  of  each  color  were 
made  of  these  “modern”  proofs,  (probably  on  each  kind  of  paper).  I have  seen  these  later 
printings  on  several  different  papers,  indicating  that  prints  from  these  specimen  plates  were 
made  at  several  different  times — (a)  on  19  g/2  dull  very  faint  yellow-orange-yellow  stiff 
semi-opaque  wove  paper  .004"  thick,  which  from  all  the  apparent  physical  evidence  leads 
me  to  date  about  1902;  (b)  on  stiff  opaque  white  wove  paper  .009"  thick  which  may  date 
1902  or  soon  thereafter;  (c)  on  19  g/2  dull  very  faint  yellow-orange-yellow  wove  paper 
.003^^  thick;  (d)  on  same  19  g/2  color  stiff  opaque  wove  paper  .0065''  thick;  (e)  on  card- 
board .02"  thick;  (f)  on  a full  sheet  (238  x 156  mm)  from  Plate  6 on  19  g/2  dull  very 
faint  yellow-orange-yellow  semi-opaque  wove  paper  .0045^^  thick  on  which  the  date 
“October,  1929”  is  printed;  and  a few  singles  on  various  colored  papers  as  listed  in  the 
Catalog  in  this  Journal. 

The  E.  P.  S.  Catalog  lists  some  of  these  printings,  mostly  shown  me  by  Robson  Lowe. 
Those  seen  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  were  cataloged  in  Journal  No.  10  and  a future 
listing  of  many  prints  of  Newfoundland  in  my  holdings  will  be  published  in  a future 
Jo  URNAL. 

In  1931  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  was  presented  with  prints  of  the  six 
plates  here  illustrated  and  in  the  London  Philatelist  for  May  and  June  1931  the  late  Percy 
de  Worms  wrote  the  following  paper.  The  numbers  in  ( ) have  been  added  by  this 
author  for  easier  identification. 


Tlie  Reprints  made  by  Messrs,  Perkins, 

Bacon  & Co,,  Ltd, 

By  Percy  de  Worms,  F.  R.  P.  S.  L. 

(Extracts  from  the  London  Philatelist,  May  and  June  1931.) 

On  February  12,  1931,  Mr.  James  Dunbar  Heath  of  Perkins,  Bacon  Sc  Co.  presented  the  Royal 
Philatelic  Society  with  a cover  on  which  is  printed  ‘'Set  of  Reprints  of  old  Dies,  made  hy  Perkins,  Bacon  & 
Co.  Ltd.  in  IQ2Q,  with  a view  to  prevent  such  or  similar  impressions  beinsj  rejtarded  by  Collectors  as 
genuine  Die-proofs.”  ‘‘The  contents  of  the  cover  consist  of  six  sheets  of  thick  white  wove  paper  of  various 
sizes  on  which  are  reprints  of  the  following  dies,  all  in  black.”  ‘‘ — they  also  exist  in  various  colours  and  on 
different  papers.” 

‘‘Tbe  fferts  I’hilatelic  Society  employed  some  of  the  designs,  either  defaced  or  inscribed,  for  their 
invitation  and  menu  cards,  in  the  following  years:  Barbados,  Britania  type,  1907;  Ceylon  1909;  New- 
foundland id,  1910,  and  is  1906;  New  Zealand  (36)  1907  and  1909;  Queensland  1906;  Tasmania  1910.” 
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“Our  collection  is  not  complete,  there  are  more  varieties  of  paper  and  colour,  and  other  variations  of 

described  designs  are  known,  e.g.  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Chile,  and  Newfoundland  all  exist  without  obliteration 

of  value^  in  black  and  various  colours,  and  other  defacements  of  some  designs  likewise  exist.” 

“Further  dies  are  found,  e.g.  Ceylon  octagonal  type  and  Foreign  Bill ; St.  Vincent  5s  incomplete  design,, 
and  even  these  do  not  exhaust  the  list  of  varieties.”

“No  collection  has  created  such  a stir  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  during  the  past  few 
years  as  did  the  magnificent  collection  formed  by  the  late  Robert  Blake  Yardley,  dispersed 
in  the  course  of  sixteen  selling  days  during  our  past  Season.

He  was  particularly  interested  in  proofs  and  essays  as  an  aid 
to  study  of  the  many  groups  in  which  he  specialised,  and,  indeed,  considered  them  an  essen- 
tial and  integral  part  of  any  comprehensive  collection.  His  sagacity  has  been  proved  by 
the  keen  competition  for  this  class  of  material  throughout  the  sales.”  [Realized  prices  of 
essays  and  proofs  in  these  sales  were  reported  in  this  Journal.] 


The  First  Postage  Essays 

The  Philatelist,  London,  for  June,  1946,  has  as  its  leading  article  “The  Mercantile 
Committee  on  Postage — 1838 — Mr.  George  Moffat’s  Papers  Found,”  by  Samuel  Graveson. 
These  papers  are  said  to  be  “recognized  as  the  most  valuable  contemporary  source  of  in- 
formation on  this  subject  known  to  the  student  of  Postal  History.”  “The  Mercantile  Com- 
mittee was  formed  chiefly  by  the  exertions  of  Mr.  George  Moffat  in  the  spring  of  1838.” 
“This  Committee  issued  74  papers,  including  a complete  file  of  13  numbers  of  The  Post 
Carrier,”  which  supported  Rowland  Hill’s  idea  of  reduced  postage  and  postage  stamps,  then 
before  Parliament.  Several  of  these  papers  are  beautifully  illustrated,  including  one  of 
four  color  essays  for  a “one  penny — half  ounce,”  printed  cover  which  furnished  the  idea  for 
the  Mulready  envelope  issued  in  1840.  James  Chalmers,  of  Dundee,  original,  and  proba- 
bly the  first,  essays  for  type  set  adhesive  stamps  id,  2d,  4d,  and  6d  on  a printed  circular 
entitled  stamps,  is  also  clearly  illustrated ; it  was  found  with  these  papers. 
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The  1946  Bieimial 
Luff  Awards 

(Note — By  courtesy  of  H.  Clay  Alusser,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American  Philatelic  Society 
we  are  able  to  publish  a verbatim  report  from  the  Minutes  of  the  A.  P.  S.  Convention  recently  held  in 
Chicago.  We  are  pleased  that  all  three  of  these  awards  were  given  to  members  of  the  Essay  Proof  Society.) 

President  Lybarger : Some  years  ago  we  passed  a resolution  to  the  effect  that 
“meritorious  contributions  to  philately  and  to  the  good  of  this  Society  have  been  made  in 
the  past  and  may  be  expected  to  he  made  in  the  future,  which  in  justice  to  the  contributors 
and  for  the  encouragement  of  others,  should  be  honored  by  distinguished  awards  of  this 
Society,  and 

“Whereas,  there  has  recently  been  called  from  among  us  the  beloved  Dean  of  American  Philately, 
in  whose  memory  it  is  but  fitting  and  proper  that  such  award  should  be  established, 

“Now,  Therefore^  Be  It  Resolved  that  it  will  be  and  is  hereby  established  a series  of  periodical 
awards  of  this  Society  for  philatelic  achievement  to  be  known  as  the  John  L.  Luff  Awards. 

“The  said  award  shall  be  of  three  classes,  as  follows: 

“i.  An  award  of  $250  for  distinguished  philatelic  research. 

“2.  An  award  of  $100  for  exceptional  contribution  to  philately  or  to  the  good  of  this  Society  in 
other  particulars. 

“3.  An  award  of  $50  for  especially  helpful  publicity  for  this  Society  or  for  philately  in  general.” 

It  was  resolved  that  these  be  made  bi-annually,  in  the  even  numbered  years,  and  that 
at  the  Convention  a report  be  rendered  to  the  President  and  the  findings  of  the  Committee  be 
announced.  That  committee  has  been  duly  appointed,  and  I believe  it  is  ready  to  report. 
I would  like  to  hear  that  report  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Hennan:  Mr.  President,  your  Committee  has  gone  over  hundreds  of  articles, 
letters,  and  various  suggestions  and  nominations. 

It  has  unanimously  agreed  that  the  First  Award  should  go  to  Clarence  W . Brazer 
for  many  years  of  outstanding  research  work  in  the  field  of  Proofs  and  Essays  and  for 
recent  work  on  American  bank-note  engravers  and  their  work. 

The  Second  Award  to  L.  G.  Brookman  for  the  excellent  work  he  has  done  as  Editor 
of  the  American  Philatelist,  for  the  research  work  he  has  done  in  the  past,  and  for  the 
publicity  we  have  received. 

The  Third  Aw'ard  to  David  Lidman  for  the  work  he  has  done  in  and  about  Chicago, 
especially  "‘Stamps  For  The  Wounded,'^  and  publicity  for  philately. 

President  Lybarger:  Will  those  gentlemen  please  come  forward,  (applause) 
Gentlemen,  American  philately,  speaking  through  the  American  Philatelic  Society, 
recognizes  you.  It  is  our  privilege  to  thank  you  for  what  you  have  done  in  the  course 
of  research  and  for  the  cause  of  this  Society,  for  the  favorable  publicity,  for  the  helpful 
action;  and  in  behalf  of  the  American  Philatelic  Society  and  stamp  collecting  in  general,  I 
extend  to  you  congratulations  and  assure  you  that  your  proper  awards  will  follow  in 
due  course.  (Applause)

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Leading  industries  take  as  much  care  these  days  to  maintain  good  “public  relations” 
as  they  do  to  produce  a good  product.  So  during  the  four  days  of  our  Third  Annual  Con- 
vention, the  business  of  which  is  detailed  elsewhere,  I made  it  a point  to  find  out  what 
the  “public”  thought  of  us.  I stationed  myself  near  our  displays  of  Essays  and  Proofs 
so  that  1 might  explain  to  the  many  visitors  our  particular  branch  of  philately.  Frequently 
they  said,  “I  don’t  know  anything  about  proofs,  but  I like  them.” 

So  far,  so  good.  They  like  us.  But  what  a stamp  enthusiast  collects  is  a matter  of 
choice.  Preference  and  taste  in  stamp  collecting  is  determined  largely  first,  by  exposure 
to  certain  types,  then  by  education,  until  understanding  and  knowledge  of  these  types 
create  a real  desire  for  them.  The  beginner,  looking  at  an  exhibit,  is  apt  to  be  confused, 
even  discouraged.  But  if  his  initial  reaction  is  favorable — and  most  collectors  instinctively 
like  the  clearness  of  proofs  and  their  quality  of  unusualness — it  will  take  but  little  effort 
to  educate  him. 

Our  membership  has  a golden  opportunity  to  spread,  through  clubs  and  communities, 
enthusiasm  for  collecting  these  philatelic  gems.  Exhibit  in  your  club,  or  a nearby  club,  and 
at  all  exhibitions,  whenever  you  possibly  can.  Proofs,  even  a single  page,  being  much  more 
rarely  seen,  are  bound  to  create  considerable  interest.  Contacts  of  this  kind  can  be  far  more 
effective  than  the  circulation  of  type  printed  material. 

Naturally,  prizes  are  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the  exhibitor,  but  spreading  interest 
in  essays  and  proofs  can  also  be  a source  of  satisfaction.  Remove  from  your  mind,  that 
collecting  proofs  is  a hobby  for  experts.  All  you  need  is  a desire  to  know  their  history 
and  a love  for  collecting  them. 

But  “he  who  lahoreth  shall  be  rew’arded.”  With  this  in  mind,  I have  proposed  to 
give  a suitable  trophy  to  the  member,  or  club,  bringing  into  our  Society  the  greatest  number 
of  new  members  during  the  current  year.  Only  one  person  is  ineligible — your  president. 
Local  stamp  shows  or  exhibitions  offer  fertile  field.  Visiting  stamp  collectors  to  these 
exhibitions  can  be  sought  out  as  prospective  proof  enthusiasts.  Press  reports  on  the 
local  stamp  show  that  mention  proofs  may  well  arouse  the  interest  of  non-proof  collectors 
also. 

Next  May  we  will  have  a unique  opportunity  for  further  publicizing  essays  and  proofs 
— the  International  Show  at  the  Grand  Central  Palace,  New  York  City,  celebrating  the 
Centenary  of  the  issuance  of  the  first  United  States  Postage  Stamps.  Every  member 
of  our  Society  who  can  possibly  enter  this  International  Show  should  do  so.  Meanwhile,  let 
me  remind  you  that  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  year,  many  stamp  clubs  are  sponsoring 
exhibitions. 

Here  is  your  opportunity  to  secure  prospective  members — through  your  own  exhibit 
and  those  of  other  Society  members  you  may  induce  to  exhibit  also. 

1 am  fully  aware  that  to  exhibit  takes  much  work  and  time.  If  any  member  thinks  our 
objective  can  be  achieved  without  effort,  let  me  remind  him  of  the  story  about  the  church 
member  whose  efforts  in  life  were  nil.  Yet  when  he  lay  on  his  deathbed  he  asked  Saint 
Peter  to  open  up  the  gates  for  him.  He  thought  he  might  creep  into  heaven.  But  when  he 
got  there,  and  asked  admittance.  Saint  Peter  looked  very  thoughtful.  Then  finally  he 
looked  up  and  said  slowly,  “Brother,  who  do  you  think  you’re  kidding?” 

Now  a message  to  our  non-advertisers — (fne  day  a letter  arrived  from  a member, 
stating  that  he  found  a spider  in  his  Journal,  and  asked  if  this  was  an  omen  of  good  or  bad 
luck  for  our  Society.  We  advised  the  member  that  finding  a spider  in  our  Ess.-vy  Proof 
Journal  is  neither  good  luck  nor  bad.  I'he  spider  was  merely  looking  over  the  Journ.vl 
to  see  which  stamp  dealer  was  not  advertising  so  that  he  covdd  go  there,  spin  a web  across 
his  door  and  lead  a life  of  undisturbed  peace  ever  afterward.

Its  Essays  and  Proofs

dlie  failure  of  the  1901  Essay  Contest  to  develop  a single  design  suitable  for  use  in 
manufacturing  a new  stamp  issue,  posed  a serious  problem  before  the  Postal  Department. 
Notwithstanding  continued  public  clamor,  however,  nothing  constructive  appears  to  have 
been  accomplished  during  the  following  four  years.  It  was  not  until  1905  that  the  Depart- 
ment invited  several  eminent  artists  to  see  what  they  could  do  to  solve  the  problem. 

This  later  effort  was  highly  successful;  not  just  one,  but  three  acceptable  designs  were 
essayed.  One  of  these  was  submitted  by  Albert  Welti  of  Munich — later  of  Bern;  the  other 
two  are  credited  to  Charles  L’Eplattenier,  a drawing  instructor  in  La  Chaux-de-Fonds. 

With  these  three  designs  available,  the  Department  was  enabled  to  further  expand  its 
multi-design  stamp  policy  which  had  been  initiated  in  1882.  The  Welti  design  was  selected 
for  the  low  values — 2,  3,  and  5 Centimes;  and  the  L’Eplattenier  essays  were  used,  respect- 
ively for  the  medium  denominations — lO,  12  and  15  Centimes;  and  those  of  20  Centimes  and 
upward. 

Welti  Design  ^ Original 

Albert  Welti,  for  his  motif,  dipped  into  Swiss  legendary  history  and  came  up  with  the 
theme  of  William  Tell  and  the  Apple.  This  was  a very  appropriate  choice,  for  over  a 
period  of  years  Tell  and  SAvitzerland  have  been  Inseparable  in  the  minds  of  millions;  and 
it  seems  strange  that  this  theme  had  not  been  used  previously  in  the  designing  of  Switzer- 
land’s stamps. 

It  h as  been  said  by  some  historians,  that  among  the  Swiss  peasants  of  early  times  there 
were  many  who  accepted  the  Tell  legend  as  authentic  history.  Truly,  he  embodied  those 
characteristics  most  admired  in  their  heroes  by  the  Swiss — robust  strength  such  as  exempli- 
fied in  the  paintings  of  Switzerland’s  outstanding  artist  Fred  Hodler;  fearless  bravery  and 
expertness  with  the  crossbow,  one  of  the  typical  weapons  used  in  the  early  wars.  Even 
today  the  cross-bow  is  used  as  a symbol — a trade-mark — of  Swiss  quality,  and  its  use  as 
such  is  restricted  by  law  to  those  products  which  measure  up  to  a pre-determined  standard. 

Notwithstanding  this  close  association  of  William  Tell  and  Switzerland,  it  Is  quite 
probable  that  the  legend  did  not  originate  with  the  Swiss.  Among  the  Sagas  of  Scandinavia, 
W'e  find  a similar  story,  and  it  is  believed  by  some  that  this  myth  came  into  Switzerland 
from  Iceland  by  way  of  Germany.  Many  of  Germany’s  legends  are  said  to  have  been 
copied  from  those  of  Iceland.  In  view  of  this  and  the  somewhat  close  ethnic  relation 
between  the  Germans  and  a large  portion  of  the  Swiss  It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  this 
possibility.  Some  students  of  mythology  give  this  legend  an  Indo-Germanic  origin. 

The  Welti  design  (Scott’s  design  A23)  depicts  a small  boy,  representing  William 
Tell’s  son  Walter,  standing  behind  a large  cross-bow  and  holding  in  his  outstretched  left 
hand  an  arrow  on  which  an  apple  is  impinged — a graphic  symbolism  of  the  well-known  story. 

Dies  and  Plates 

The  original  dies  and  the  electrotype  printing  plates  were  produced  by  Berthold  and 
Company,  of  Berlin.  No  further  data  concerning  these  are  known  to  the  author.  The  dies 
may  be  presumed  to  have  been  engraved  on  steel,  brass,  or  copper  as  all  three  of  these 
metals  were  used  for  such  purpose  during  that  period.  We  presume  also  that  the  printing 
plates  were  electroplated  either  with  copper  or  with  nickel. 
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The  Stamps 

These  stamps  were  typographed  in  the  Federal  Mint  in  Bern,  using  watermarked 
granite  paper  which  had  been  supplied  by  the  Sihl  Mills  of  Zurich.  This  paper  was 
delivered  in  cut  form  of  a size  to  accommodate  400  stamps  of  normal  size. 

The  3 Centimes  value,  the  requirements  for  which  were  relatively  small,  were  printed 
from  200-subject  assemblies  and  therefore  each  sheet  was  put  to  press  twice.  This  method, 
you  will  recall,  was  used  in  printing  the  Cross  and  Figure  of  Value  issue. (“')  The 
2 Centimes  and  5 Centimes  stamps  were  printed  from  400-subject  assemblies.  The  printed 
sheets  were  machine  gummed  in  the  Federal  Mint,  and,  after  being  dried  thoroughly,  were 
cut  into  panes  of  100  stamp-subjects  and  perforated  in  the  11^:4  gauge  frame  perforator. 


Essays  and  Proofs 

Zumstein(^)  lists  three,  and  illustrates  two  of  the  Welti  original  drawings.  These 
are  in  the  nature  of  progress  essays  without  figures  of  value.  On  one  (not  illustrated)  the 
figure  of  the  boy  is  shown  in  outline  only;  on  another  (Fig.  26)  this  outline  is  filled  in  with 
horizontal,  parallel  lines;  and  on  the  third  (Fig.  27)  the  lines  and  dots,  necessary  to  com- 
plete that  portion  of  the  design,  have  been  added. 

Impressions  from  a zinc  cliche  have  been  recorded,  as  have  a few  proofs.

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Welti  Design  ^ Modified 

The  public’s  reaction  to  the  Welti  stamp  was  both  immediate  and  forceful.  They — 
the  public — did  not  like  it.  This  opposition  had  its  effect  in  setting  Welti  to  work  in  an 
effort  to  change  the  design  and  make  it  more  pleasing.  That  he  succeeded  is  attested  by 
the  long  period — twenty-five  years — during  which  the  revised  design  (Scott’s  design  A26) 
remained  in  current  use. 

Stamps  printed  in  this  modified  Welti  design  are  found  in  three  major  types,  each  of 
which  can  be  recognized  readily  by  means  of  the  following  characteristics; 

Type  I. — first  issued  in  1909:  The  cord  of  the  cross-bow  passes  in  front  of  the 
stock — obviously  a design  error.  Without  doubt,  the  artist  intended  to  show  the  cross- 
bow in  a normal  position,  which  would  place  the  cord  on  the  side  of  the  stock  facing 
the  boy. 

Type  2. — first  issued  in  1910:  Position  of  the  cord  corrected  to  show  it  passing 
behind  the  stock. 

Type  3. — first  issued  in  1911:  The  two  colorless  lines  forming  the  base  on  which 
the  boy  is  standing  are  of  unequal  thickness,  the  upper  line  being  thinner  than  the 
lower.  On  the  2 Centimes  stamps,  this  difference  is  not  as  prominent  as  on  the  5 Cen- 
times value,  but  it  is  sufficiently  clear  for  use  in  identifying  this  type.  The  presence 
of  serifs  on  the  letters  in  the  word  Helvetia,  noted  in  some  catalogs,  is  not  a desirable 
guide,  for  there  are  semblances  of  these  on  the  other  types. 

These  various  types  did  not  “just  happen”;  a definite  purpose  motivated  each  change. 
As  we  have  noted,  the  change  from  Type  I to  Type  II  was  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
a design  error.  Type  III,  on  the  other  hand,  resulted  from  a change  in  kind  of  printing 
plates — nickel  electrotype  in  place  of  etched  brass. 

The  Type  I and  Type  II  plates  were  etched  in  brass  by  Orell  Fussli  & Co.,  of  Zurich, 
and  were  used  in  printing  the  values  of  2,  3,  and  5 Centimes.  The  size  of  these  plates  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  philatelic  recorded.  However,  it  would  seem  reasonable  to 
believe  they  were  of  twenty-five  subjects. 

The  type  HI  plates  used  for  stamps  of  2 and  5 Centimes  were  electrotypes  processed 
from  steel  dies  which  had  been  ordered  in  1911  from  Alfred  A.  Burkhard,  an  engraver  in 
Bienne.  Just  why  it  was  deemed  necessary,  to  use  steel  dies  is  problematical.  Be  it  noted 
that  electro  type  plates  for  the  Bi-Colored  Helvetia  stamps,  among  others  at  that  time,  were 
being  processed  from  the  original  brass  plates.  Even  the  plates  for  the  3 Centimes  Walter 
Tell,  the  demand  for  which  was  relatively  light,  were  made  by  this  means,  a fact  which 
accounts  for  the  absence  of  Type  HI  in  that  denomination. 

The  disturbed  national  economy,  resulting  from  World  War  I,  forced  an  increase  in 
postal  rates.  For  example,  the  5 Centimes  domestic  postal-card  rate  was  raised  to  73/2 
Centimes,  and  two  new  stamps  were  manufactured  to  cover  this  rate.  For  use  on  the 
5 Centimes  postal  cards  in  the  Department’s  stock,  and  for  those  in  the  hands  of  the  public, 
a 2^2  Centimes  stamp  was  provided.  These  were  printed  from  Type  III  plates.  A 73^ 
Centimes  stamp  was  issued  for  use  on  post  cards (“^)  such  as  souvenir  cards,  and  others  of 
private  origin. 

Both  Type  II,  and  Type  HI  plates  were  made  for  printing  the  73^  Centimes  value. 
As  to  the  reason  for  this,  the  record  is  silent.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  re-issue  of  this 
denomination — in  June  1927 — was  printed  from  Type  H plates,  one  might  presume,  tenta- 
tively, that  the  Type  HI  die  had  been  damaged;  and  that  resort  was  had  to  etched-brass 
plates. 

The  5 Centimes  stamp,  while  experiencing  occasional  change  in  color,  continued  to  be 
printed  from  Type  HI  plates.

The  L’Eplattenier  design  assigned  to  the  medium  values — lO,  12  and  15  Centimes — 
depicts  a bust  portrait  of  the  symbolic  female  figure  (Scott’s  design  A24)  which  we  desig- 
nate as  Helvetia. 

Engraved  steel  dies  for  this  group  were  ordered  from  Albert  Geel  of  La  Chaux-de- 
Fonds,  but  these  were  never  used.  Henzi  & Co.,  of  Bern  had  experienced  a modicum  of 
success  in  making  stamp-printing  plates  by  multiple  photo-etching  on  brass,  and  the  Depart- 
ment having  been  apprised  of  that  fact,  decided  to  try  out  this  more  economical  method. 

These  plates  contained  twenty-five  subjects  and  were  so  designed  that  four  such  units 
could  be  used  as  an  assembly  and  produce  the  same  printing  effect  as  a homogeneous  plate 
of  100  subjects. 

Modified  Design 

Public  reception  of  the  Helvetia  Bust  design  was  distinctly  unfavorable,  whereupon 
L’Eplattenier  set  about  revising  his  essay.  This  second  attempt  improved  the  appearance 
of  the  stamp  (Scott’s  design  A27)  somewhat,  but  it  still  lacked  merit.  The  Department, 
how’ever,  accepted  it  and  continued  its  use  until  the  summer  of  1914 — a period  of  about 
five  years. 

Nickel  electrotype-plates  were  used  in  printing  these  stamps.  Plates  for  the  lO  Cen- 
times value  were  developed  from  a steel  die  engraved  by  Albert  Geel,  of  La  Chaux-de- 
Fonds,  and  those  for  the  12  Centimes  and  15  Centimes  denominations  were  produced  from 
etched  brass  plates. 


The  L’Eplattenier  design  (Scott’s  design  A25)  used  for  the  values  of  20  Centimes  and 
higher  is  known  generally  among  Swiss  philatelists  as  the  Bi-Colored  Helvetia.  This  name 
derives  from  the  obvious  fact  that  the  stamps  are  in  two  colors  and  that  the  vignette  depicts 
the  symbolic  female  figure. 

This  stamp  appears  to  have  been  received  favorably  by  the  public,  and  continued  in  use 
for  many  years.  By  gradual  supersedure  of  one  or  more  values  at  a time  the  design  finally 
ceased  to  be  used  when,  in  1934,  the  Landscape  series  replaced  all  stamp  values  from  2 
Centimes  to  40  Centimes. 

Brass  plates,  produced  by  multiple  photo-etching,  were  used  for  printing  this  group 
until  early  in  1910  when  they  were  replaced  by  nickel  electrotype-plates.  The  latter  were 
developed  from  the  original  etched  brass-plates. 

To  make  the  record  complete,  we  mention  that  in  bi-color  printing,  a separate  plate  is 
required  for  each  color,  such  plate  containing  only  that  portion  of  the  design  which  is  to  be 
printed  in  that  particular  color.  For  printing  this  group,  a special  bi-color  press  was  pur- 
chased, and  installed  in  the  Federal  Mint. 

Resume 

Walter  Tell,  Helvetia  IBust  & IBi^^Colored  Helvetia 

Adherence  to  the  policy  of  using  design  as  a basis  of  discussion  in  this  monograph  may 
have  resulted  in  some  confusion  in  setting  forth  the  various  modifications  in  this  series. 
Such  confusion  was  more  or  less  inevitable  because  of  the  numerous  changes  in  method  of 
plate  production — changes  which  telescope  one  another  in  some  instances.  To  clear  up 
such  possible  confusion  and  to  fix  the  sequence  of  these  changes  more  clearly  in  the  reader’s 
mind,  it  is  felt  that  a brief  review  from  the  over-all  viewpoint  may  be  helpful. 

The  decision  to  use  electrotype  printing-plates  in  the  very  beginning  was  a natural 
consequence  of  the  successful  use  of  that  type  of  plate  in  manufacturing  the  Standing  Hel- 
vetia issue (“^)  during  a period  in  excess  of  two  decades.  It  appears,  however,  that  the

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new  method  of  plate  production — multiple  photo-etching  on  brass — came  to  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  after  commitments  for  the  complete  manufacture  of  the  Walter  Tell  dies 
and  plates,  and  the  engraving  of  the  Helvetia  Bust  dies  had  been  made.  As  we  have  men- 
tioned, the  Helvetia  Bust  dies  were  not  used;  instead,  the  brass  product  was  used  for  that 
printing. 

Stamps  in  the  Walter  Tell  original  and  Helvetia  Bust  original  designs  became  avail- 
able to  the  public  on  November  ii,  1907.  A few  months  later — August  1908 — the  Bi- 
Colored  Helvetia  stamps,  typographed  from  etched  brass-plates,  were  placed  on  sale.  The 
modified  Walter  Tell  stamps — types  I and  II— were  typographed  from  etched  brass-plates 
and  appeared  in  1909  and  1910  respectively. 

After  a reasonable  trial  period,  it  became  evident  that  the  etched-brass  method  of 
plate  production — 25-subject  plates — was  not  altogether  satisfactory.  The  troublesome 
feature  lay  in  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  uniformity  of  etching  which  was  necessary  in  order 
to  produce  uniform  stamps  in  a lOO-subject  pane.  A highly  skilled  operative  was  required 
to  produce  acceptable  work,  one  who  knew  just  how’  long  to  leave  the  plates  under  the 
action  of  the  etching  acid.  Variations  in  such  time  would  produce  differences  in  depth — 
boldness — of  design  among  the  several  25-subject  plates;  and  a lOO-subject  pane  of  stamps 
printed  from  assemblies  of  such  plates  would  lack  uniformity. 

In  view  of  this  difficulty  with  the  brass  product,  the  Department  decided  to  resume 
the  use  of  electrotype  plates.  Some  of  these  were  processed  from  steel  dies,  while  others 
were  developed  from  the  original  25-subject  etched-brass  plates. 

The  first  stamps  printed  from  the  new  plates — nickel  electrotype — were  those  of  the 
modified  Helvetia  Bust  design;  these  were  placed  on  sale  in  1909.  The  10  Centimes  value 
was  processed  from  an  original  steel  die  engraved  by  Albert  Geel ; plates  for  the  other 
values  were  developed  from  the  original  brass  plates.  Early  in  1910  the  Bi-Colored 
Helvetia  stamps  printed  from  electrotype  plates  came  into  use.  These  were  processed  from 
the  brass  product.  The  Walter  Tell  stamps — Type  III — of  the  2 Centimes,  and  5 
Centimes  values  appeared  in  1911.  Plates  for  these  were  processed  from  steel  dies  en- 
graved by  Alfred  Burkhard  of  Bienne.  The  3 Centimes  plates  were  developed  from  the 
original  25-subject  brass  plates;  hence  they  appear  in  Type  H and  not  in  Type  III. 

According  to  the  record,  all  the  electrotype  plates,  after  1910,  were  made  in  the 
Electrotype  Department  of  the  Federal  Mint. 

The  paper  used  in  printing  these  stamps  was  uniformly  of  the  watermarked,  granite 
type  and  was  supplied  by  the  Sihl  Mills  of  Zurich.  The  stamps  were  machine  gummed, 
and  were  perforated  in  the  frame-perforator  of  gauge.  All  these  steps  including  the 

printing  by  typography  were  performed  in  the  Federal  Mint  in  Bern. 

Some  of  the  stamps  of  this  group  continued  in  current  use  well  beyond  the  period 
covered  by  documentation  available  to  the  author.  Therefore,  we  recognize  the  possibility 
of  minor  changes  in  manufacture  having  occurred  during  the  later  years. 

Essays  and  Proofs 

Except  for  those  listed  in  this  monograph,  the  author  knows  of  no  essays  nor  proofs 
of  this  three-design  group  in  private  ownership.  Occasionally,  however,  collectors  are 
offered  “cut  squares”  clipped  from  postal  stationery  (stamped  envelopes,  postal  cards,  and 
souvenir  letter  sheets)  such  being  offered  as  genuine  proofs.  As  the  cliches  used  in  printing 
this  postal  stationery  were  developed  from  the  original  dies  and  plates  used  in  manufactur- 
ing the  corresponding  adhesive  stamps,  the  inexperienced  collector  is  handicapped.  Ref- 
erence material  and  experience  are  essential  in  this  case. 

Less  dangerous  are  the  unofficial  lithographs — usually  in  pale  colors  and  without 
figures  of  value — used  by  collectors  to  illustrate  varieties  such  as  double  impressions,  plate 
breaks,  re-entries,  and  other  items  not  clearly  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  Many  of  these 
are  of  stamp  size  and  tend  to  fool  the  credulous. 

From  time  to  time  such  spurious  items  have  been  offered  for  sale  to  the  author, 
which  proves  that  the  essay-proof  collector  is  subject  to  the  same  dangers  as  those  con- 
fronting his  colleague,  the  stamp  collector.

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Jubilee  Exhibition 


CMcago,  Aiigmt  21^25,  1946 

The  American  Philatelic  Society  Annual  Exhibition,  celebrating  their  semi-centennial 
of  existence,  was  sponsored  and  produced  by  the  Chicago  Philatelic  Society  who  were  also 
celebrating  their  sixtieth  anniversary.  Due  to  the  disastrous  fire  in  the  LaSalle  Hotel, 
where  arrangements  had  been  made,  the  Convention  and  Exhibition  were  held  in  the 
smaller  Hotel  Hamilton.  The  Chicago  committee  was  headed  by  W.  H.  Schulte,  General 
Chairman;  Walter  G.  Strait,  Exhibition  Chairman;  Albert  Michel,  Bourse  Chairman;  and 
Dr.  Clarence  W.  Hennan,  Awards  Chairman.  The  arrangements  were  excellentb'  con- 
ducted with  the  help  of  many  of  the  local  collectors.  All  exhibition  frames  were  well  dis- 
played and  excellently  lighted  and  the  bourse  tables  of  dealers  surrounded  the  group  of 
frames,  all  in  the  large  high  ceiling  Ball  Room. 

J'he  Judges  of  the  Exhibition  were  Fritz  Billig,  Lester  G.  Brookman,  Col.  R.  A. 
Kimble,  Harry  L.  Lindquist  and  Walter  Emerson. 

“Essay  Proof  Boulevard”  in  which  our  exhibits  were  displayed  opened  opposite  the 
entrance  and  thus  attracted  many  to  stroll  through  the  aisle  to  view  the  attractively  mounted 
pages. 

Clarence  JF . BrazeFs  six  frames  of  nine  pages  each  displayed  “Not  in  Competition” 
U.  S.  1893  Columbian  Essays  and  Proofs  selected  from  a lOO-page  collection.  It  included 
original  unique  water  color  designs,  ferrotypes  engraved  and  proofed  before  engraving  the 
steel  dies,  incomplete  and  finished  large  die  essays  and  proofs  in  trial  and  approved  colors 
signed  by  both  engravers,  and  plate  proofs  on  both  India  paper  and  on  cardboard  in  blocks 
and  single  shades.  This  collection  had  previously  received  a first  award  at  the  A.  P.  S. 
Washington  Exhibition  several  years  ago.  The  showing  of  the  progress  of  engraving  and 
selection  of  colors  for  the  issued  stamps  attracted  much  attention. 

Chester  A.  Smeltzer  exhibited  eight  frames  of  nine  pages  each  from  his  complete  col- 
lection of  Essays  and  Proofs  of  U.  S.  Official  stamps.  His  entire  Official  Collection  con- 
sists of  1,200  items  housed  in  seven  volumes.  Those  pages  displayed  were  beautifully 
mounted  and  “written  up”  with  type-set  printed  notes,  making  a remarkably  neat  presenta- 
tion to  appeal  to  the  layman  as  well  as  to  advanced  collectors.  His  exhibit  included  die 
essays,  some  of  which  are  marked  with  instructions  to  the  engraver  to  make  changes  in  the 
design  and  are  initialed  by  officials  of  departments  of  the  Federal  Government  to  whom 
they  were  submitted.  There  were  also  shown  many  original  trial  color  die  proofs,  includ- 
ing various  color  combinations  of  the  $2.00  State  Department.  This  display  was  com- 
plete in  large  and  small  normal  color  die  proofs  and  India  paper  plate  proofs  in  blocks  of 
four,  and  cardboard  proofs.  The  complete  “Atlanta”  trial  color  plate  proofs  each  in  five 
colors  were  shown  in  blocks  of  four  except  for  the  four  high  value  State  Department  proofs 
of  which  a complete  set  of  singles  in  every  color  combination  known  was  shown.  This  is 
one  of  three  known  complete  sets  of  the  dollar  value  State  Department  “Atlanta”  trial  color 
proofs,  of  which  only  one  sheet  of  ten  in  each  color  combination  became  available  to  col- 
lectors. To  climax  his  showing  there  were  complete  sheets  of  ten  of  the  State  Department 
four  high  values  and  complete  sheets  of  the  three  known  high  values  printed  with  inverted 
centers  in  normal  colors. 

This  collection  was  so  outstanding  that  the  Judges  could  not  do  otherwise  than  to  give 
it  the  First  U.  S.  Award  which  carried  with  it  the  Brazer  Trophy  for  the  Best  U.  S.  Essay 
and  Proof  Exhibit  at  the  A.  P.  S.  Annual  Exhibition. 

Mr.  Smeltzer,  who  has  collected  U.  S.  Essays  and  Proofs  for  at  least  twenty  years, 
takes  great  pains  in  mounting  them  neatly  and  attractively  for  exhibition.  At  the  1944 
A.  P.  S.  Exhibition  at  Milwaukee  he  won  First  Award  and  the  Brazer  Trophy  from  among 
six  competitors  with  his  collection  of  New  York  Postmaster’s  die  proofs,  i86i  Premiere 
Gravure  plate  essays  complete  in  blocks  of  four  and  the  regular  i86i  issue  die  and  plate 
proofs  complete  in  normal  color  blocks  as  well  as  a complete  collection  of  i86i  “Atlanta” 
trial  color  proofs  in  blocks  of  four.  Again  in  1945  Jit  the  Newark  A.  P.  S.  Exhibition  he 
won  First  U.  S.  Award  and  the  Brazer  Trophy  from  several  strong  competitors  for  his 
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I)r.  (’lareiico  \V.  Heiiiiaii  Receiving  the  Snieltz.er  Cup  from  the  Donor. 

Dr.  Clarence  H . Ilennnn  in  the  Section  of  Foreign  Essays  and  Proofs  displayed  eight 
frames  of  nine  pages  from  his  collection  of  Argentina  XIX  Century  essays,  die  and  plate 
proofs.  T he  first  issues  were  shown  in  all  the  known  trial  colors.  Idiere  were  also  the 
original  Rivadavia  proofs  in  all  known  trial  colors  and  complete  trial  color  proofs  of  the 
National  Bank  Note  Co.  and  American  Bank  Note  Co.  printings  of  the  later  XIX  Cen- 
tury issues.  3'his  collection  was  marvelously  well  mounted  and  neatly  lettered  in  both 
English  and  Spanish  for  exhibition  in  the  latter  countries.  T he  judges  gave  this  collection 
First  Award  and  the  Smelt/.er  Cup  for  the  Best  Exhibit  of  Foreign  Essays  and  Proofs  at

complete  collection  of  U.  S.  Newspaper  Essays  and  Proofs.  Thus  he  has  now  won  the 
Trophy  three  times  in  succession,  each  time  with  a different  collection,  and  at  the  Annual 
Banquet  in  Chicago  it  was  presented  to  him  to  keep  permanently.  A new  Brazer  Trophy 
will  be  awarded  next  year  and  Mr.  Smeltzer  says  he  will  no  longer  compete  for  it,  but  will 
exhibit  “Not  in  Competition.” 
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the  Annual  A.  P.  S.  Exhibition.  Dr.  Hennan  will  hold  this  Cup  until  the  next  annual  exhi- 
bition when  it  will  again  be  offered  until  some  collector  wins  it  three  times. 

Thomas  h.  ]\I orris  won  Second  Award  for  Foreign  Essays  and  Proofs  with  a selection 
from  his  collection,  eight  frames  of  nine  pages  each,  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  XX  Cen- 
tury Essays  and  Proofs.  These  are  very  rare,  in  some  cases  only  two  of  each  are  known, 
particularly  the  1942  issue.  These  die  sunk  large  die  proofs  on  large  cards  each  filled  an 
album  page.  Most  of  them  have  been  listed  in  the  E.  P.  S.  Catalog  in  previous  Journals. 

Dr.  Clarence  JV . He  nnan  also  exhibited  “Not  in  Competition”  ten  frames  of  nine 
pages  each  from  his  collection  of  Nicaragua  Volcano  stamps  which  included  a fine  show- 
ing of  die  proofs. 

IVIany  other  prize-winning  stamp  collections  displayed  philatelic  knowledge,  rarity  and 
completeness  with  essays  and  proofs  in  the  generally  accepted  practice  of  showing  the  com- 
plete story  from  inception  of  the  design  to  the  selected  color  of  the  stamps  as  issued.

This  year’s  exhibition  and  bourse  at  the  Society  of  Philatelic  Americans  convention  in 
the  Hollenden  Hotel,  Cleveland  from  August  14  to  18  was  sponsored  by  the  Cleveland 
Stamp  Club  and  was  the  best  yet  held.  In  the  center  of  the  great  ball  room  were  arranged 
most  of  the  exhibits  with  dealers  tables  entirely  surrounding  the  walls  and  in  front  of  the 
stage.  All  United  States  exhibits  with  dealers  tables  overflowed  into  the  corner  parlor  as 
they  did  at  the  A.  P.  S.  exhibition  held  in  the  same  hotel  in  1944.  Altogether  there  were  40 
bourse  tables  and  all  the  dealers  did  a thriving  business.  Cleveland  is  located  in  a philatelic 
center  and  this  show  attracted  many  collectors  from  Detroit,  Columbus,  etc. 

iVIany  of  the  stamp  exhibits  included  essays  and  proofs  in  the  generally  accepted 
manner  of  telling  the  whole  story  from  inception  of  the  design  to  stamps  on  covers,  as  did 
Maurice  F.  Cole  who  won  First  in  the  entire  U.  S.  Section  with  his  1862  2 cents  “Black 
Jacks.”  There  was  this  year  only  one  exhibit  of  U.  S.  Essays  and  Proofs.  Clarence  W. 
Brazer  displayed  30  pages  (the  limit  allowed)  from  his  collection  of  the  1893  Columbian 
issue.  The  original  water  color  essays  and  engraved  ferrotype  plates  of  the  pictorial  sub- 
jects with  proofs  of  the  outlines  transferred  to  the  steel  die  to  start  engraving,  attracted 
much  attention.  Then  there  were  partial  die  essays  showing  progress  of  the  engravers’ 
work,  and  trial  color  die  essays  and  proofs  in  many  colors  from  which  colors  for  each  of 
the  16  stamps  were  selected.  Finally  were  shown  large  die  proofs  each  signed  by  both 
engravers,  as  well  as  the  1903  and  1915  printings  of  small  die  proofs.  Plate  proofs  on  both 
India  paper  and  cardboard  were  mounted  in  large  blocks  in  various  shades.  The  judges 
gave  this  exhibit  First  Award  in  its  group.  One  who  circulated  continuously  through 
all  the  exhibits  said  this  unusual  showing  caused  more  interest  and  comment  by  the  viewers 
than  any  exhibit,  except  one  other. 


ScottN  1947  Catalogue 
Gives  No«  1 to  First  U«  S.  Stamp 


T'he  5c  and  loc  1847s,  which  Scott  has  listed  as  Nos.  28  and  29  since  1900,  have  been 
renumbered  “i”  and  “2”  in  the  1947  edition  of  the  Standard  Postage  Stamp  Catalogue. 
Volume  I,  covering  the  United  States,  British  Colonies  and  Latin  America,  was  published 
the  last  of  September. 

W^ith  the  Centenary  Exhibition  at  hand,  Editor  Cordon  R.  Harmer  believes  the  time 
has  come  to  give  the  classic  first  issue  of  the  Finited  States  Covernment  its  fitting  catalog 
numbers.  The  1875  official  imitations  of  the  1847  stamps,  previously  numbered  29D  and 
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2gh,  now  become  Nos.  3 and  4.  No  doubt  the  numbers  of  these  proofs  will  be  similarly 
changed  in  the  U.  S.  Catalogue  to  be  published  in  December.  Mr.  Harmer  aims  eventually 
to  utilize  the  now  unused  Nos.  5~29  ^ind  make  the  U.  S.  numbering  consecutive. 

When  numbers  were  first  assigned  to  all  stamps  in  the  Scott  Catalogue  with  the  48th 
edition  (1887-88),  the  1847  issue  received  Nos.  14  and  15.  Between  then  and  1900,  when 
they  became  Nos.  28-29,  these  famous  stamps  underwent  live  renumberings.  • 

I'he  5c  Franklin  is  the  third  stamp  to  bear  the  premier  catalogue  number.  The  5c 
black  Baltimore  postmaster’s  provisional  of  1846  had  it  from  1887  until  1897  when  the 
Alexandria,  Va.,  5c  buff  of  1846  moved  into  first  place.

At  the  new  Board  of  Directors  meeting  held  during  the  noon  recess  of  the  Convention, 
the  previous  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Ben  Reeves  of  Chicago  was  elected  International  Secretary. 

President  Smeltzer  appointed  Clarence  W.  Brazer  as  Editor  and  Business  IManager 
of  the  Journal  and  Julian  Blanchard  as  his  assistant.

Reports  of  Chapter  Meetin 


New  York  Chapter  No»  1

The  regular  second-Wednesday  monthly  meeting  of  Chapter  No.  i was  held  at  the  Collectors  Club,  22 
East  35  St.,  on  July  loth.  Members  present  were, Messrs.  Altman,  Blanchard,  Brazer,  Bloch,  Boggs, 
Holton,  Morris,  and  Smeltzer  ; visitor,  Sol  Glass. 

Herbert  Bloch  showed  some  interesting  essays  and  reprints  of  Schleswig-Holstein;  also  some  gummed 
and  perforated  trial  colors,  and  embossed  vignettes  with  frames  printed,  an  unusual  combination  prepared  in 
one  operation. 

Dr.  Blanchard  showed  a copy  of  “Benjamin  Franklin  in  Oil  and  Bronze”  by  John  Clyde  Oswald,  pub- 
lished in  a limited  edition  by  Rudge  in  1926.  Along  with  this  he  showed  a number  of  engravings  of  Frank- 
lin, by  various  artists,  after  many  of  the  paintings  illustrated  in  the  book.  He  also  showed  a copy  of  “Houdon 
in  America^’  this  being-  a collection  of  documents  in  the  Jefferson  Papers  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  edited 
by  Gilbert  Chinard  and  published  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  Press  in  1930.  Several  of  the  illustrations  of  Frank- 
lin and  Washington  shown  in  these  two  beautifully  printed  volumes,  and  the  stories  accompanying  them,  are 
of  special  interest  to  philatelists  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  portraits  or  busts  were  copied  on  our  stamps. 

Some  unusual  specimens  of  obsolete  bank'notes  were  shown  by  Dr.  Blanchard,  and  also  by  Bob  Holton, 
which  contained  vignettes  similar  to  those  used  on  certain  stamps  of  the  Lhiited  States  and  of  Canada.  The 
subject  of  bank  notes  as  a precursor,  so  to  speak,  of  postage  stamps,  is  continuing  to  be  a live  one  in  the 
monthly  programs  of  the  New  York  Chapter. 

The  principal  exhibit  of  the  evening  was  a showing  by  Dr.  Brazer,  with  his  usual  interesting  and 
instructive  comments,  of  a collector’s  volume  of  United  States  essays  and  proofs  from  1845  to  1898.  Included 
were  the  1847  “Goodall”  die  proofs  in  trial  colors  on  India  and  on  bond,  the  1861  “Shernikow”  essays,  the 
1861  3 cents  experimentals,  card  proofs  in  blocks  (very  rare),  and  the  many  trial  colors  on  India,  including 
a full  set  of  1861  die  proofs  in  black  and  blocks  of  8 of  the  5 cents  1836  and  1861,  the  1898  die  essays  and 
large  die  proofs;  a display  of  great  beauty,  and  received  with  acclaim  by  all  those  present. 

Some  circuit  books  of  the  Society  which  had  recently  arrived  were  laid  on  the  table  and  selections  were 
bought  by  various  members. 

Before  the  meeting  was  adjourned  our  visitor,  Sol  Glass,  gave  us  a preview  of  the  design  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  award  to  be  used  by  the  Centennial  International  Philatelic  Exhibition. 


The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  at  the  Collectors  Club  on  the  evening  of  August 
14th.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  who  was  unavoidably  aw'ay  from  the  city,  the  meeting  was  pre- 
sided over  by  the  Secretary.  On  account  of  several  of  our  most  faithful  members  being  away  at  the  con- 
ventions, the  attendance  was  reduced  to  the  unusually  small  number  of  five,  viz.,  Messrs.  Altman,  Bloch, 
Ehrenberg,  Gros,  and  Morris. 

These  few,  however,  were  rewarded  with  an  unusual  treat  by  Tom  Morris  in  the  showing  of  a splendid 
group  of  artists’  drawings  of  designs  for  United  States  stamps  from  1870  to  1894.  For  the  1870  issue  there 
were  signed  engravings  by  Butler  Packard,  who  is  credited  with  designing  all  of  this  issue  for  the  National 
Bank  Note  Co.  The  Morris  collection  covered  the  whole  range — original  models  and  designs,  original  pencil 
drawings  for  the  30c  and  90c  values,  some  of  the  Post  Office  Department  large  die  proofs  in  trial  colors 
signed  by  Joseph  Claxton,  etc.,  etc.;  the  treatment  being  carried  through  to  the  1S94  Bureau  issue.  There 
were  also  included  the  1899  issues  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico. 
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The  regular  meeting  of  Chapter  No.  i was  held  at  the  customary  place  011  Sept.  iith.  Members  present 
were  Messrs.  Altman,  Blanchard,  Brazer,  Ehrenberg,  Gros^  Holton,  Morris,  Mott,  Rosell,  Smeltzer,  and 
Zervas : visitors;  Sol  Glass  of  Baltimore,  and  Ward  Hinman  of  Albany. 

The  Chairman  voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  members  present  in  complimenting  Dr.  Brazer  on  receiving 
the  biennial  Luff  award  ($250)  presented  at  the  A.  P.  S.  Convention  for  his  distinguished  research  work  on 
engravers,  essays  and  proofs ; President  Smeltzer  for  winning  for  the  third  successive  time,  and  thus  perma- 
nently, the  Brazer  Trophy  for  the  best  U.  S.  Essay  and  Proof  exhibit;  Tom  IMorris,  as  runner  up  in  foreign 
essays  and  proofs;  and  Steve  Rich  for  winning  the  Victory  Cup  in  the  S.  P.  A.  Exhibition  for  his  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  entry.  That  so  many  important  awards  should  come  to  our  small  group  seems  to  us  a justifiable 
reason  for  pride  and  satisfaction. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  both  Dr.  Brazer  and  President  Smeltzer  gave  us  some  of  the  highlights 
of  the  S.  P.  A.,  A.  J^.  S.,  and  Essay  Proof  Society  Conventions.  They  reported  great  interest  in  the  essay- 
proof  “boulevard”  at  the  A.  P.  S.  Show,  the  acquisition  of  some  twenty  new  members  as  a result  of  the 
publicity,  and  the  beginning  of  a fund  for  an  E.  P.  Society  Library,  with  an  initial  contribution  of  $25.00  by 
Eugene  Costales.  This  Library  fund  now  amounts  to  $125.00  and  other  contributions  are  expected. 

Mr.  Smeltzer  also  announced  the  winner  of  the  Presidential  Award  for  the  best  contributed  article  in 
Nos.  7,  8,  9,  and  to  of  the  Essay  Proof  Journal.  This  went  to  Henry  A.  Meyer  and  Stephen  G.  Rich 
for  their  joint  article  on  “Essays  and  Proofs  of  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Triangulars.”  Second  and  third  in  the 
running  were  George  W.  Caldwell  for  “Switzerland — Its  Essays  and  Proofs,”  and  Sol  Glass  for  “U.  S. 
XX  Century  Essay  Designs^  Models  and  Proofs.” 

Dr.  Brazer,  our  Delegate  to  the  Study  Group  Committee,  reported  that  the  Collectors  Club  was  plan- 
ning to  hold  on  October  i6th  a competitive  show  of  all  the  best-in-show  winners  of  the  previous  various 
group  exhibitions.  Accordingly,  Tom  Xlorris,  as  winner  in  the  Essay  Proof  Chapter  show  (with  his  U.  S. 
1894  Bureau  issue  exhibit),  was  notified  to  be  in  readiness  to  enter  his  e.xhibit  in  this  contest.  It  was 
announced  that  the  winner  of  the  grand  show  on  October  i6th  would  be  presented  with  a gold  medal  by  the 
Collectors  Club. 

Dr.  Brazer  also  reported  that  the  Collectors  Club  had  scheduled  for  its  program  on  the  evening  of 
Sept.  1 8th  a series  of  ten-minute  papers  by  representatives  of  the  various  Study  Groups,  each  one  covering 
some  topic  of  special  interest  to  his  group  ; and  it  was  proposed,  after  some  discussion,  that  Dr.  Blanchard, 
if  the  short  notice  permitted,  should  represent  our  Chapter  with  a paper  on  Bank  Notes  in  Relation  to  Stamps. 

The  first  exhibit  of  the  evening  was  by  our  member  from  Albany,  Frank  W.  Rosell,  who  brought  along 
a volume  containing  a fine  collection  of  the  1894  Bureau  Issues,  including  large  and  small  dies  of  the  regular 
issue,  special  delivery,  postage  dues,  and  the  newspapers.  Clarence  Brazer  was  called  upon  to  contribute 
explanatory  comments  on  this  showing.  Frank  also  exhibited  an  essay  sheet  of  Script  Notes  engraved  by 
Quale  of  Albany  for  the  City  of  Detroit  during  the  depression  period  of  1934-5.  The  notes  were  not  adopted, 
prnbflblv  h<»rause  they  were  too  expensive,  as  per  a notation  on  the  sheet  as  to  the  high  cost. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Carl  Pelander,  Julian  Gros  showed  us  a marvelous  collection  of  Denmark 
Essays  and  Proofs,  similar,  it  is  said,  to  a collection  in  the  Denmark  National  Museum.  It  included  prac- 
tically all  of  that  country’s  issues,  w'ith  essays,  proofs,  trial  colors,  original  drawings,  envelopes,  reprints, 
and  locals.  This  collection  is  for  sale,  but  it  is  hoped  that  our  Society  may  be  able  to  catalog  most  of  it 
before  it  is  dispersed. 

The  concluding  exhibit  was  by  our  visitor  Ward  Hinman,  member  of  the  Fort  Orange  Stamp  Club  of 
Albany,  who  showed  a collection  of  early  engravings  and  etchings  of  American  scenes  by  some  of  the  best 
artists  of  the  period.  It  was  a representative  selection  from  a very  large  collection,  one  of  his  specialties ; 
mounted  back  to  back  in  8 J/2  .x  ii  acetate  envelopes  punched  for  a three-ring  binder,  and  all  specimens  in 
e.xcellent  condition,  these  exquisite  prints  were  beautiful  to  see.  We  hope  that  Mr.  Flinman  will  honor  us 
age  in  with  a further  showing  of  his  treasures. 

Before  adjournment,  Sol  Glass,  who  was  again  a visitor  with  us,  gave  us  some  interesting  information 
pertaining  to  the  Centenary  Exhibition.  He  announced  that  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  Joseph  J. 
Lawler  would  visit  the  Collectors  Club  on  the  evening  of  Sept.  i8th,  and  that  he  would  bring  with  him  and 
show  the  models  of  the  proposed  U.  S.  Postage  Centenary  stamp  and  the  Souvenir  Sheet.
